KILLEDBY CAR 


John Schwartz, Native of Adams 
Comfy and Wed Known Here, 
Killed by Trolley Cor in Hanover. 
Adorno Coonty Relatives. 


John H. Schwartz, of Hanover, well 
known in tho lower end of Adams 
county, was fatally injured by being 
struck by a trolley Oar 
in Hanover 
Wednesday 
morning 
about 
9.15 
o'clock. 
The injured man waa picked 
up in an unconscious condition, placed 
in the car and at once conveyed to the 
office of Dr. G. H. Jordy. for treat­ 
ment. 
Afterwards he was removed 
to his home where be died at 11.45 a. 
in..w ithout having regained conscious­ 
ness. 
Death resulted from internal 
injuries, the m an's spine being affect­ 
ed. 
Mr. Schwartz was engaged in haul­ 
ing brick when the fatal accident oc­ 
curred. 
Mr. Schwartz, who was very 
deaf, wan seen by the moterman to 
cross the track, with his back to the 
car. just as it was upon him. 
It was 
too late to stop the car, which struck 
the drayman in the side, throwing 
him with force to the ground, ren | 
dering him unconscious. 
It is suppeeed that Mr 
Schwartz 
saw the car approaching from a dis 
lance and dossed the track to hold 
his horse, fearing that the animal 
might scare at the car, and m isjudg­ 
ed the distance it was away—not b»* 
ing able to hear the same as it ap 
proached him. 
Upon examination, the only visible 
wound was an abrasion ef the scalp 
There was sufficient evidence, how­ 
ever, in the condition of the man that 
he had received fatal internal injuries 
and his death resulted lea* than three 
hours after the accident 
The deceased was aged V years. 
end was a son of Solomon Schwartz. 
of Schwartz's school house. 
He wa* 
married about So years ago to Miss 
Lucinda Sbeely, daughter of Daniel 
Shelly, of near Littlestown, who *ur 
vive* him, with four daughters- one 
of whom is Mrs. Charles Ant Irony.

A VOLCANIC W O NDER. 
Travelers who have visited the Sa 
moan islands tell of a volcano in active 
eruption on the island of Savli, which 
seems to surpass In magnitude of oper 
atlon any other volcano of historical 
times.

Secret of Success Not in the Business, 
but In Themselves. 
Did you ever think about the num­ 
ber of people that fail uot only as 
farmers, but at everything? Many fall 
even to make a good living. They plod 
along in a hand to mouth sort of way j 
and never realize the satisfaction of 
a successful life. 
These people put all the blame on 
the business instead of upon them­ 
selves. They say farming doesn’t pay, 
corn doesn’t pay, aud wheat doesn’t 
pay, aud fine stock breeding doesn’t 
pay. 
To hear them tell it, nothing 
pays, and yet we see all over the coun­ 
try farmers here aud there who have 
grown well to do in tht»se lines. 
The secret of success must be sought 
not In the business, but iu ourselves. 
Any business will pay if it has the 
right sort of man back of it. 
No man can succeed without study­ 
ing success and meeting its conditions. 
If you are a farm er you must study 
the business of farming to make much 
out of it. 
That does not mean that 
you are obliged to know all the sci­ 
ence of agriculture, though that would 
help. 
You must learn how to make 
every lick count and not lose your time 
and money in doing work that will 
not pay. 
One of the things that will not pay 
is to work jioor land. It takes just as 
much time aud labor as the working of 
rich land, but, oh, the difference in re­ 
sults! 
There is where you come out 
at the little end of the horn when you 
work poor land. 
Improve your land at once or sell 
out and buy a smaller piece of good 
land. 
There is no sense in working 
land that brings nothing but nubbins 
when you can do better, lf you can’t 
do U-tter, haul rich dirt from the 
woods all winter and cover the luud 
with it. 
It will pay you to do so. 
When we think about our business 
as we should it is not hard to see why 
we fail and also to see how we could 
succeed. Too many people don’t want 
to pay the price of success which 
comes in a close application to busi­ 
ness. 
They don’t know that if they 
once get absorbed in their work and 
push it with flower they will be much 
happier than it is possible to be by 
dragging on in the old indolent way. 
Suppose we turn over a new leaf for 
one year and see bow we come out. 
By that time we shall probably suc­ 
ceed so well that we will never want 
to do otherwise. 


Why Melon Vine* Die. 
Melon vines sometimes die from no 
apparent cause. 
Decay begins at the 
base of the vines, the branches not 
falling until later. 
This frequently 
happens when no Indications at insect 
damage appears. 
The cause of the * 
dying of the plants may be from the ! 
ground being low* or from the use of \ 
fresh manure in the hills, which cre­ 
ates too much warmth during dry pe­ 
riods.
